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UNITED RELIGIOUS FRONT NEEDED 


A Defender Hour Broadcast... By Dr. Gerald B. Winred 








I SHALL emphasize on this broadcast 
the necessity — the absolute neces- 
sity of the great religions of the world 
developing a united front against the 
forces of international atheism. 


Every religion on the face of the 
earth is threatened. This opposition is 
not merely academic, confined to the 
realm of the theoretical. It is being 
translated into physical fact. Wherever 
the hammer and sickle flies, there reli- 
oe people, regardless of individual 

iefs, are persecuted. 


Their churches, cathedrals and 
mosques are confiscated. Their member- 
ships are infiltrated. Their organiza- 
tions and societies are broken up. Their 
leaders are exiled, sent to prison or 
put to death. 


Lunacharsky stated the official atti- 
tude of the red hordes of atheism to- 
ward religion — whether Protestantism, 
Catholicism, Mohammedanism or Bud- 
dhism when he wrote these words for 
a Moscow newspaper (and I quote): 


“We hate Christianity and all Chris- 
tians. Even the best of them must be 
regarded as our worst enemies. They 
teach brotherly love. What we want is 
hatred. We must know how to hate, 
for only thus can we conquer the 
world.” 


I repeat, international atheism makes 
no discrimination between the Church 
of the Christian, the Mosque of the 
Mohammedan, or the temple of the 
Hindu or Buddhist. It is motivated 
by blind hatred, demonic hatred, for 


all religion. 


The situation calls for a united reli- 
gious front, a holy crusade. Religion 
is on the defensive. Atheism has taken 
the initiative. Religion must assume 
the aggressive. 


Survival demands a holy war in whic’) 
the great religions of the world shall 
mobilize and develop a united front 
against a common enemy — regard- 
less of their differences of belief, and 
varied theological interpretations. 


I give you a verse of Scripture: “In 
the name of our God we will set up 
our banners.” Psalm 20, verse 25. 





I give you a hymn, the official hymn 
of the Defenders of the Christian Faith, 
chosen when the organization was born 
in the State of Kansas 27 years ago. 


Faith of our fathers, living still, 

In spite of dungeon, fire and sword, 
O how our hearts beat high with joy, 
When e’er we hear that glorious word. 


Faith of our fathers, holy faith, 
We will be true to Thee, till death. 


Our fathers, chained in prisons dark, 
Were’ still in heart and conscience 


free, 


How sweet would be their children’s 


fate, 
If they, like them, could die for Thee. 


Faith of our fathers, holy faith, 
We will be true to Thee, till death. 


The facts are clear. They cannot be 
avoided. They must be faced. The situ- 
ation calls for a new alignment of 
the organizations that govern the reli- 
gious thought of mankind. 


Christ-hating, God-defying groups, 
operating at international levels, have 
planned a religious blackout for the 
human race. We must organize against 
them. 


We think of Cardinal Mindszenty, 
hunted, hounded, harassed in Hungary. 
Thrown into prison. Beaten, tortured, 
given secret drugs, his personality bi- 
sected, left suspended for a time, put 
together again according to a psycholo- 
gical formula, an entirely different, 
utterly helpless person. 


We think of the Protestant preachers 
of Bulgaria, misrepresented, maligned

bb teng prayerful assistance needed in 

po growing Christian orphanage min- 
istry. Confused, homeless children in Hong 
Kong, Lebanon and The Jordan plead for 
admittance to our homes. Glorious oppor- 
tunities to win these “leaders of tomorrow’ 
for Christ. 
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and mastered by the secret police, forced 
to confess to crimes they could not 
possibly have committed. 


We think of Robert Fetler, pastor of 
a large church in Riga, Latvia, swa). 
lowed by the red underground, mur- 
dered outside the city, his wife and 
beautiful daughter shipped off to a 
Soviet prison camp to the prey of men 
possessed of animal passions. 


This is the trail of the serpent. The 
trail of religious persecution. Anti- 
christ is on the march. Religious peo- 
ple will hang together now, or they 
will hang separately a little later. If 
we are smart we will develop a united 
front. 


Of course we cannot ignore the fact 
that different viewpoints exist between 
different religious groups. But if reli- 
gion is to survive the attacks of athe- 
ism, conflicting ideas and _ historical 
frictions will have to be minimized. 


Each religious group needs to devel- 
op a higher sense of appreciation for 
the others. Expediency demands that 
this be done. Then we can come back 
to our debates and differences at a 
later time. The present hour calls for 
united action. 


Let me illustrate what I mean. 


During the recent disorders in Egypt 
and other parts of the Near East, mil- 
lions of Americans came to place a 
higher estimate than before upon the 
Moslem population scattered along the 
borders of Russia. 


We waited with bated breath wonder- 
ing what hour Soviet armies might try 
to march across Iran, to strike toward 
the Mediterranean Sea and Suez Canal. 
The day came when a clandestine ra- 
dio broacast was made from Moscow 
to Kurdish tribesmen in northern Iran, 
telling them to prepare to take up arms 
against their government. This was re 
garded as a bad omen by observers 
everywhere. 


It meant that leaders of the Kremlin 
were wondering if the time had come 
to break up the nations of the Near East

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T MAY SEEM strange that at this 

late date, nigh two thousand years 
after the origin of Christianity, men 
should be debating the question, What 
is Christianity? Be that as it may, such 
is the case. 


What is more, even among those 
calling themselves Christians, widely 
divergent answers are being given and 
passionately defended. 


If these answers differed only as re- 
gards details, that would merely be 
what might be expected in view of the 
fact that even the most erudite of men 
know only in part. They differ, however, 
not merely as varieties but rather as 
species or even genera differ. 


Christianity may be worthless, even 
harmful, or it may have a value com- 
pared with which the rest of earth’s 
treasures are little more than rubbish. 
Nonetheless, we cannot appraise it 
even tentatively as long as we are in 
the dark as to what it is. Christianity 
may rightly claim our allegiance both 
as a system of thought and as a way 
of life, or it may be the extreme of 
folly to endeavor to bring our thoughts 
and activities into harmony with its 
demands. But certainly we are not quali- 
fied to pass judgment on the validity of 
these claims unless we have a certain 
amount of knowledge of what it is.

This was the primary question at is- 
sue between Paul and the Judaizers in 
the first century, between Irenaeus and 
the Gnostics in the second century, be- 


tween Athanasius and Arius in the 
fourth century, between Augustine and 
Pelagius in the fifth century, between 
the Reformers and the Romanists in 
the sixteenth century, between the Evan- 
gelicals and the Deists in the eighteenth 
century, just as it is the primary ques- 
tion at issue today between the Con- 
servatives and the Liberals or Modern- 
ists. 

Our generation in debating this ques- 
tion is merely doing what every active, 
thinking generation for the past nine- 
teen hundred years has been doing, and 
what similar generations that may fol- 
low us will do. But while our genera- 
tion does not differ in kind in this 
respect from the generations that have 
preceded us, it does differ much in 
degree. 


It surpasses previous generations 
both in the number and diversity of the 
things called Christianity, and the ex- 
tent to which they are at variance with 
each other. 
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The number and diversity of the 
things called Christianity are truly 
amazing. Their number and diversity 
are such that it is even questionable 
whether the word “Christianity,” as 
currently used, has any definite mean- 
ing. 


Some mean by Christianity, the re- 
demptive supernaturalism of the Bible. 
Others identify it with morality or, 
more narrowly, with morality of a 
Christ-like sort. Still others identify it 
with altruism or the sentiment of loy- 
alty to the community. Closely re- 
lated to those just mentioned are those 
who identify it with sacrificial good 
will creative of fellowship or brother- 
hood. 


Some commend a Christianity with- 
out miracles; others tell us that a 
Christianity without miracles is just 
no Christianity at all. Some commend 
a non-doctrinal Christianity; others 
tell us that, since Christianity is an 
historical religion and its doctrines the 
interpretation of the facts that lie at 
its basis, a non-doctrinal Christianity 
is inconceivable. 


Some commend a Christless Chris- 
tianity or at least a Christianity to 
which Christ Himself is not indispens- 
able; others tell us that Christianity 
and Christ are one to such a degree 
that to speak of a Christless Christian- 
ity is to be guilty of a contradiction 
in terms — that one with equal war- 
rant could speak of wooden iron or a 
square circle. 


In former generations the issue, was, 
for the most part at least, between more 
or less adequate and more or less in- 
adequate answers to the question, What 
is Christianity? At the present time, 
the issue is in large part between ans- 
wers which involve the very right of 
Christianity as understood by men of

former days, despite their differences, 
to exist at all. 


Christianity as it has been generally 
understood is engaged in a life and 
death struggle for its very existence. 
It is beihg attacked all along the line. 
It is no longer subject to merely flank 
attacks — attacks which, if they had 
proved successful, would have exposed 
its main line of defense to possible 
destruction. It is being attacked on the 
front as well as from all sides by 
those who demand its unconditional 
surrender and who would fain leave 
it without name or remainder on the 
earth. 


THE RISE AND SPREAD 
OF NATURALISM 


That Christianity fafes a more seri- 
ous situation today than in any pre- 
vious period, with the possible excep- 
tion of the first three centuries, finds 
its explanation in the rise and spread 
of the empirico-scientific world and 
life view that made its appearance in 
the so-called Enlightenment of the 
eighteenth century, later clarified, 
strengthened and extended under the 
influence of Hume, Kant, Darwin and 
others. 


Previous to that time the various 
world and life views that had pre- 
vailed, no matter when or where, had 
been supernaturalistic to-the core. Noth- 
ing, however, is more characteristic 
of the empirico-scientific view than its 
thorough-going naturalism — the reso- 
luteness with which it seeks to ex- 
plain the entire world, including man 
and religion and morality, without the 
aid of any supernatural factor, purely 
from resident forces and according to 
unvarying laws. 

In the nature of the case, it thereby 
assumed a position of determined and 
thorough-going opposition to Christian- 
ity such as had characterized no pre- 
vious world and life view. And that 
because the supernatural is to such an 
extent the animating principle of Chris- 
tianity that Christianity de-supernatur- 
alized is Christianity extinct. 

While we must go back more than 
two hundred years to discover the roots

of this purely naturalistic world and 
life view, it is only within the last 
hundred years that it has gained ae- 
ceptance sufficiently wide to awaken 
within its devotees the courage to 
launch an all-out attack upon Chris- 
tianity. 


At first its advocates rejected only 
the doctrines of Christianity together 
with the supernatural facts of which 
the doctrines are the explanation, but 
continued to extol the superiority of 
the Christian ethic. 


It is not more than seventy-five years 
since John Stuart Mill declared that 
it “would not be easy, even for the 
unbeliever, to find a better translation 
of the rule of virtue from the abstract 
to the concrete than to endeavor so to 
live that Christ would approve our life” 
— a declaration that reflected what 
was then and what for some time there- 
after, was the common view even among 
those who rejected the supernatural- 
ism of preceding ages, including that 
of Christianity. This was the view, for 


instance, of Thomas Huxley, Matthew 
Arnold, George Eliot, Mrs. Humphrey 
Ward and other influential writers. To. 
day, however, the situation has reached 
such a stage that no part of Christian. 
ity is more openly assailed than its 
ethics. 


Nietzsche was the first influential 
thinker openly to attack the Christian 
ideal of conduct. So significant did he 
consider this attack that he counted 
it as his chief claim to distinction that 
he had exposed the real nature of the 
Christian ethic. “That which deifies me, 
that makes me stand apart from the 
whole of the rest of mankind,” he wrote 
in Ecce Homo, “‘is the fact that I have 
unmasked Christian morality. Chris. 
tian morality is the most malignant 
form of all falsehood, the actual Circe 
of humanity, that which has corrupted 
mankind.” 


H. G. Wells, Bertrand Russell, Ber. 
nard Shaw, Freud and others may be 
more restrained in their mode of ex- 
pression, but they are wholly one with 
Nietzsche in their repudiation of Chris. 
tian standards of conduct and in hold- 
ing that the man most to be admired 
is other than the Christian man. 


Whatever may have been true in pre- 
vious ages, it is hardly open to denial 
that the clearest and deepest line of 
cleavage between those calling them- 
selves Christians today, is between those 
who are basically supernaturalistic and 
those who are basically naturalistic, in 
their conception of Christianity. 


THE SUPERNATURALISTS 


Most of those calling themselves 
Christians are supernaturalists of the 
traditional type, i.e., they hold to the 
high supernaturalism of the New Tes- 
tament — a supernaturalism that in- 
cludes the supernatural in the form of 
the miraculous. 


The fact that the anti-supernatural- 
ists are more vocal should not be al- 
lowed to conceal the fact that the over- 
whelming majority of those calling 
themselves Christians still hold to the 
high supernaturalism that was domi- 
nant in Christian circles until the rise 
and spread of the modern world view 
of which we have just made mention. 
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The most significant fact to be taken 
jnto consideration in this connection is 
that the creeds of the entire organized 
Church Orthodox Greek, Roman 
Catholic or Protestant — bear con- 
sentient witness to a Christianity that 
js through and through supernatural- 
istic. 


However much naturalistic views 
have seeped into the minds of the 
members of these Churches — and un- 
doubtedly they have done so to a large 


' extent especially in certain branches of 
' the Protestant churches — it can hard- 
_ly be denied that to the vast majority 


of those who call themselves Chris- 
tians, the supernatural enters into the 
substance of what they regard as Chris- 
tianity to such a degree that they would 
not hesitate to say that Christianity 
shorn of the supernatural is Chris- 
tianity falsely so called. 


They believe in God as a supernatur- 
al fact, in miracles as supernatural 
acts of that supernatural God, in re- 
demption as the work of a supernatural 
Christ, in the Christian life as due to 
the supernatural work of a supernat- 
ural Spirit, and in an immortality that 
cannot be expressed in_ naturalistic 
terms. 


Among the extra-canonical sayings 
ascribed to Jesus, best entitled to be 
regarded as genuine, is the saying, 
“Show yourselves approved money- 
changers.” Many of the Church fathers 
made use of this saying to explain 
Paul’s injunction, “Prove all things; 


| hold fast that which is good” (I Thes- 


_ salonians 5:21), believing that under- 


lying this exhortation is the figure of 
a money-changer testing the coins sub- 
mitted to him to ascertain whether they 
are genuine or counterfeit. 


Few things are more needed today 
than the ability to distinguish between 


‘ genuine and counterfeit Christianity. 


All sorts of coins, bearing the image 
and superscription of Christianity, are 
in circulation. One of the results is 
that there are many persons calling 
themselves Christians— some who even 
pride themselves on the purity of their 
Christian confession — who are embrac- 
ing systems of thought and life which 
lack all that is most essential to Chris- 
tianity. 


In examining the coins in circula- 
tion bearing the image and superscrip- 
tion of Christianity, if we are to show 
ourselves approved money-changers, we 
must discriminate between those which, 
though defective, mutilated, or under- 
weight, are genuine and those which, 
~./jhel their appearance, are counter- 
eit. 


Such coins have, so to speak, been 


in circulation for nearly two thousand 
years. During that time many of them 
have become worn and defaced, some 
have been mutilated, some have had 
part of their gold removed and re- 
placed with base metal, some have been 
melted down and reminted with more 
or less alloy added. 


This deformed currency, however, is 
not the same as counterfeit currency 
and should not be confused with *. 
Expressed in less figurative language, 
the deformations of Christianity — the 
result in large part of heresy and 
schism — are of an entirely different 
character from falsifications of Chris- 
tianity. 


Christianity rightly so called, as we 
have seen, involves the reality of the 
supernatural in the form of a personal 
God Who exists outside and beyond 
and above nature. Few of those call- 
ing themselves Christians deny the ex- 
istence of the supernatural in this sense. 
Hence this fact is of relatively little 
value in distinguishing between Chris- 
tianity rightly so called and Christian- 
ity falsely so called. And yet there 
are not lacking those calling themselves 
Christians who do not have such a 
reality in mind when they speak of the 
supernatural. 


Christianity rightly so called involves 
the reality of the supernatural in the 
form of the miraculous. It is particu- 
larly important to keep this in mind 
because of the large number of those 
calling themselves Christians for whom 
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the supernatural in this form does not 
exist. Relatively few of them deny the 
existence of a supernatural God but 
the number of those who deny that this 
supernatural God has intervened mirac- 
ulously in the affairs of this world are 
legion. 


These miracles include miracles in 
both the narrow and the broad sense 
of the word. Miracles, in the narrow 
sense of the word, include those mighty 
acts that God has wrought in the ex- 
ternal world for this world’s redemp- 
tion — acts which culminate in the 
events connected with the Person and 
work of Jesus Christ. 


In the broad sense of the word, mir- 
acles also include the acts and works 
of God in the spiritual world such as 
regeneration and _ sanctification by 
means of which sinners are restored 
to newness of life and the tendencies 
to evil within them are progressively 
eradicated and holy dispositions im- 
planted, nourished and _ perfected. 


Considering the critical world situa- 
tion which we face, it is high time 
to put aside all brands of deformed 
and debased currency, and stay by the 
supernatural verities of the Faith. Suf- 
fering men will be impressed to follow 
positive Christianity, but they will pass 
on the other side when offered a nega- 
tive system characterized by doubt and 
uncertainty. They want something real. 
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HAT THE WORLD is in a monu- 

mental muddle of confusion no one 
will deny. It is next to useless to at- 
tempt to point out even a few of the 
unfortunate features of the deplorable 
situation in which current civilization 
unhappily finds itself. 


Time-honored and _historically-tested 
moral standards which have motivated 
and molded society from the dawn of 
Christian civilization are fearfully low- 
ered or disregarded and cast aside. 


Take, for instance, the divorce evil 
which is a striking example of the pro- 
fligacy and promiscuity of the present 
day. In 1886 there was only one di- 
vorce in twenty-seven marriages, while 
today the average is one in four. All 
along the line of life’s various activ- 
ities there is a pronounced reaction 
from the idealism which characterized 
this Country in earlier times. There is 
a general loss of the awareness or sense 
of God’s presence in the world. 


Sinners are no longer under convic- 
tion for their sins, and there is a wide- 
spread indifference among the nominal 
professors of the Christian religion. An 
ominous sign of a perishing civilization 
is a passionate pursuit of worldly 
pleasure, with the resultant lowering of 
moral standards. History is strewn with 
the wrecks of civilizations destroyed 
by mass immorality. 


And withal we observe a 
distaste for the fundamental verities 
and institutions of civilized society, 
the Home, the Church and the State. 
This generally recognized prevalence 
of evil has come like a creeping paraly- 
sis over a world seemingly doomed to 
destruction.

Perplexed political leaders may talk 
about tax economy, streamlining of 
government agencies, 
farmers, 





price support for | 
unemployment compensation, | 


old age insurance, better housing for 
people in low-income brackets, medical 
care on reasonable terms for all citi- 
zens, flood control and_ reclamation 
projects, financial and military aid to 
nations fighting the red menace, and 
a bipartisan foreign policy supporting 
the United Nations. 


But despite all efforts in these direc- 
tions, atheistic Communism is ruthless- 
ly marching on as an implacable foe 
to righteousness and as a menacing 
threat to civilization. This results solely 
from the fact that moral fiber has been 
destroyed by the undermining of Chris- 
tian faith. Communism thrives on de- 
pravity. 


Down in the devil’s world, the very 
imps of damnation are turned loose 
and the fearful harvest of evil por- 
trayed by St. John in his Apocalyptic 
vision, is ripening -fast for the great 
final outburst of divine wrath. 


This dark picture of present unto- 
ward conditions, is drawn for the pur- 
pose of helping arouse, if possible, 
an indifferent Church, to the realization 
of the imminent danger that threatens 
her very existence. 
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It is not the intention of the writer 
to overlook or minimize the vast amount 
of good which still exists in the world 
and will continue despite flood tides 
of evil. But the warning words of Jesus 
in His great prophetic discourse, re. 
corded in the twenty-fourth chapter of 


Matthew, are applicable to the time 
of the end. “Because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold.” 


After making due allowance for the 
many worthy agencies and institutions 
engaged in promoting the general wel- 
fare and extension of the Kingdom of 
God in the hearts of men, yet, without 
controversy the present hour finds the 
human family faced with unprecedented 
dangers. 


Many things might be mentioned as 
contributory causes which plunged the 
world into its muddle, such as the back. 
wash of two world wars in one genera- 
tion; the high cost of living and the 
cost of high living; unrestricted foreign 
immigration; the filth and immorality 
poured forth upon the screen of the 
motion picture industry; the abuse of 
twentieth century facilities for travel 
and transportation; modern mechani- 
cal equipment in a machine age which 
has thrown millions out of employ- 
ment; juvenile delinquency; commer- 
cialized vice . 


The exodus from the farm and the 
migratory drift into the already con- 
gested cities; waste, extravagance and 
living beyond one’s income through the 
influence of high pressure salesman- 
ship; downright laziness and unwilling- 
ness to work and toil in manual labor; 
the teaching of the ape-to-man theory 
of evolution in the schools and colleges; 
modernism in the churches which has 
impoverished them spiritually and dried 
up sources of evangelistic power; and 
a return of the organized, legalized, 
demonized, iniquitous and_ ubiquitous 
saloon. 


No doubt all of these things have 
contributed, some more and some less, 
to the world’s degradation and down- 
fall. The paramount question is not 
what got us into the present monu- 
mental muddle, but what can get us out. 


Many different panaceas have been 
suggested. We are now prepared to 
consider some of these professionally 
prescribed remedies and to study what 
they have to offer. 

1. Philosophy says: “Think 
your way out.” 


It is a good thing to think provided 
we think right. But there are many 
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men of many minds. It took more than 
thought to plunge the world into the 
present chaotic condition, and will take 
more than mere thought to extricate 
humanity from its predicament. 


In fact, philosophy is divided against 
itself. It is difficult to find two philoso- 
phers who think alike. They are as 
much at variance among themselves as 
the common run of men, or the so- 
called vulgar crowd. The world is too 
deep in the muck and mire of political 


_ and economic confusion to extricate 
itself with profound philosophic 
| thought. A farmer cannot cultivate his 


field by turning it over in his mind. 
Neither can the learned philosophers 
redeem civilization from disaster by 


| finespun theories of metaphysical dis- 


tinctions. 


2. Repeal says: “Drink your 
way out.” 


Yes, the wets faithfully promised 
to balance the budget with beer. But 
instead of making good their boasted 
promise, they have utterly failed. The 
national budget has increased from 
fifty billions to two hundred and fifty 
billions. 


It is impossible for a nation to drink 
itself into prosperity. The liquor traf- 
fic costs us five times more for repair 
than it produces by internal revenue. 
The consumption of alcoholic liquors 
for beverage purposes sinks a nation 
deeper into a debacle but never lifts 
it out. So Repeal’s loud slogan of 
“drink your way out,” is an abomina- 
tion. 


3. The New Deal says: “Spend 


your way out.” 


The wild, extravagant expenditure 
of national wealth has not succeeded 
in lifting the Country out of its mud- 
dle. If anything, it has sunk us deeper 
into the depths of confusion and des- 
pair. The Harry Hopkins theory of 
“tax, tax, tax and spend, spend, spend,” 
has left us groggy, reeling to and fro, 
like a man robbed of his senses. 


4. Science says: “Invent your 
way out.” 


Science has made many valuable in- 
ventions which have served as benefac- 
tions to mankind. Electric light, tele- 
phone, the telegraph, wireless tele- 
graphy, the radio, etc., have contributed 


much to human happiness and general 
welfare of the people. But science can 
not invent a way out of our present 


muddle. 


The trouble is that many of these 
modern inventions may be used to the 
detriment and destruction of humanity

AM A PROTESTANT. But I am also 
wise to Communist strategy. I know 
the red movement from the inside. 


Moscow gave orders years ago that 
American Protestants and Catholics 
were to be kept busy fighting each 
other, so there could be no unified 
religious opposition to Communism in 
the Western Hemisphere. Neither group 
should allow itself to fall into this 
trap. 


I can stand with a Catholic against 
Communism without accepting his doc- 
trinal belief. It happens that his enemy 
is my enemy, and we are both fighting 
for survival. We, very definitely, have 
something in common. 


I was sponsored for membership in 
the Communist Party by Gene Dennis, 
General Secretary, and one of the Elev- 
en convicted in Judge Medina’s court. 


Dennis was then a district organizer, 
stationed at Milwaukee, Wisconsin. My 
initiation took place in his office at 
113 East Wells Street on May 2, 1936. 
They gave me the name of John Keats, 
and 18 B-2 for a number. Dennis be- 
came one of my closest friends. 


I resigned from the Party three years 
and five months later, after returning 
to the childhood Christian faith of my 
parents and accepting Jesus Christ as 
my personal Saviour. 





Prior to joining, I took a course in 
an FERA (Federal Relief Administra- 
tion) worker’s school at the University 
of Wisconsin. This new deal outfit had 
been placed under Communist manage- 
ment, for the purpose of indoctrinating 
all who enrolled with the beliefs of 
Marxism. They succeeded in steering 
me straight into the Party. 


Those days found our Country in 
the grip of an economic crisis. I thought 
perhaps Communism might have some- 
thing to contribute toward solution. 
I was unbelievably gullible. 


The assignments that I received from 
the Party placed me in contact with 
top-level leaders. I became a trusted 
conspirator and travelled much of the 
time. 


Some of my work was highly secre- 
tive. Later, while testifying before var- 
ious Government agencies, including 
the Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties, I was able to give information 
which, to say the least, proved startling. 


* * * 


U WAS constantly hammered into our 
heads by higher-ups in the Party, 
that hatreds were to be generated be- 
tween Protestants and Catholics. The 
two groups were to be constantly goad- 
ed into _ each other. 


I personally entertain the suspicion 
that reds in the State Department pro. 
moted the idea of sending a United 
States ambassador to the Vetions for 
this purpose. 


We were instructed to level our hard. 
est blows at the Catholic Church be. 
cause it was compact and organized 
under one head. The Protestants were 
pictured as being divided into factions 
and therefore more vulnerable to at- 
tack. Our leaders told us that Protestant 
bodies were being successfully infil. 
trated, whereas Catholic institutions re. 
mained more steeled against Marxism. 
We, of course, had many stooges 
planted inside the Roman Church, but 
Modernism (a denaturing, devitalizing 
influence) made our work easier among 
the Protestants. 


I can still hear Gene Dennis harangu- 
ing us at our Milwaukee meetings: 
“We will finish off the Catholics first; 


then the Protestants will come easy.” 


The Communists have used the stra- 
tegy of divide and conquer to great ad- 
vantage. Through it they have gained 
control of almost one-third of the earth’s 
surface and subjected 850 million hu- 
man beings to slavery. Every nation 
conquered by the reds has seen Catho- 
lic priests and Protestant preachers li- 
quidated. The butchers have no pre 
ference. They hate both alike.

HE FIRST State convention of the 

Party that I attended was addressed 
by Dennis on this very subject. Plans 
for honeycombing both Protestant and 
Catholic organizations in the Wiscon- 
sin area were discussed. 


Dennis reported that Dorothy Day, 
a member of our group, had renounced 
the Party and joined the Catholic Church 
for the purpose of infiltration. He also 
named others, and gave the order that 
from each cell, one former Catholic 
should be assigned to return to the 
Church, as part of their Communist 
duties. The name of the person so in 
structed from our cell was Marge Ches- 
nik.

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vention, one of my assignments was 
to help organize anti-Catholic propa- 
ganda, along with a Jew by the name 
of Sam Corr. We formed the habit of 
going each week to the office of a 
prominent Milwaukee children’s speci- 
alist. There we developed a select group 
and worked out effective methods. 


Our main project was to get the 
Converted Catholic Magazine circulated 
among Protestants. We would raise 
contributions from wealthy fellow-trav- 
elers and use the money to cover sub- 
scriptions for ministers residing in Wis- 
consin. Other cells were working along 
similar lines in different States. 


The editor of the Converted Catholic 
Magazine, an ex-priest by the name 
of L. H. Lehmann, was well known to 
us. He attended our meetings, gave 
lectures and made “helpful” sugges- 
tions. 


We were warned never to mention 
Lehmann’s name in connection with our 
work, because he was a member of a 
special branch of the Party. 


This man lectured before the Free 
Thinkers of America. His writings were 
also recommended by the Free-Thought 
Press Association, both of which have 


carried on violent attacks against the ; 


Christian religion. 


While Lehmann’s magazine displayed 
itself as a publication for Bible-believ- 
ing Christians, it always followed th« 
Commuuist Party line. 


There were frequent smear attacks 
in its columns against the real oppon- 
ents of Communism. True patriots were 
dubbed Fascists. Every issue contained 
material to inflame passions of hate 
between Protestants and Catholics. We 
Communists watched preachers, priests 





and laymen of both groups swallow 
the bait. 


This often gave us a good laugh.

HE SPANISH CIVIL WAR afford- 

ed a good opportunity for fanning 
the flames of anti-Catholicism by label- 
ing Franco’s forces, “soldiers of the 
Pope.” 


In reality, Moscow had gained con- 
trol of Madrid. Marcel Rosenberg, the 
Soviet ambassador, ruled Spain. Franco 
was leading a rebellion to release his 
country from the tentacles of the red 
octopus. 


By clever maneuvering we were able 
to gain support among clergymen for 
the red armies. These ministers did 
not realize that they were helping un- 
derwrite the liquidation of all professed 
Christian worship in Spain. 


Protestants suffered with Catholics 
in proportion to their numbers. The 
atrocities committed against believers 
baffle description. 


It will be recalled that American 
men were recruited, in violation of 
the law, and sent to Spain for service 
on the side of Russia. We called our 
armies the George Washington and 
Abraham Lincoln Battalions. 


I was appointed to question return- 
ing soldiers on what they had heard 
and seen in Spain, and to instruct them 
how much the American public was 


to be told. 


Some of their stories made my blood 
run cold. The soldiers laughingly re- 
ported of going into convents, round- 
ing up nuns, stripping them of their 
clothing, then raping and bayoneting 
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the helpless victims to death. They 
piled human bodies up like cordwood 
in city squares and set them on fire. 


One group of our men told me about 
capturing several Catholics, binding 
their hands and feet with wire, dousing 
them with oil and applying the torch 
while they were still alive. Several re 
turning soldiers explained that they 
adopted the habit of raiding Churches, 
using the pulpits and Bibles for toilet 
purposes, and engaging in sex orgies 
arou::. the altars. 


Our leaacrs declared that what hap. 
pened in Spain was only a prelimin- 
ary skirmish compared to blows sched- 
uled to fall upon America. No member 
of the Party is ever left in doubt as 
to the Communist program for the 
United States.

ee STORY of Captain Antonius

I was arrested and thrown ‘into 
prison. Three times I risked my life 
to escape and finally by sheer luck, 
I succeeded ... 


“Red soldiers went into burial places 
and emptied coffins in search of gold 
and precious stones. Why they believed 
jewels should be there, I do not know. 
While in prison I met a former acquain- 
tance named Kuhn. 


“Kuhn was called before the board 
to confess himself a spy.

They 
beat me with a rubber club until my

HAT MANY PEOPLE do not un- 

derstand is that Communism has 
come to fruition as the ripened fruit 
of the Jewish Talmud.

Its avow- 
ed purpose is to “Clarify the great 
ideals of Judaism for the modern mind.” 


The following quotations are lifted 
at random from the January 1952 edi- 
tion: 


“The Talmudic sage, Simon ben 
Gamaliel, said there must be truth and 
justice before there can be peace. 





“Judaism, the religion of the earli- 
est Christians, taught ‘thou shalt have 
no other gods before me.’ Christianity, 
particularly Roman Catholicism, while 
calling itself a monotheistic religion, 
added a man-made god and, for all 
practical purposes, turned it into a 
family of gods .. 


“The law says, ‘the seventh day shall 
be the Sabbath.’ Christianity, by its 
duplicity, substituted the first day, in- 
venting the fiction of the resurrection 
of Jesus to hallow that day. 


“Bishop Edward W. Barnes of Eng- 
land has long advocated the conviction 
that the fictional dogmas concerning 
the birth of Jesus, the Virgin Birth and 
the Resurrection are unfounded in fact; 
saying, among other things, that Chris- 
tianity looks upon the birth of Jesus 
not like the birth of a human being 
but like that of an insect. 


“The story in the Christian Gospels 
relates that, when God called the Holy 
Ghost, had intercourse with Mary, called 
a Virgin, there was a conception re- 
sulting in the birth of Jesus. There is 
the factual statement in the Gospels 
that, at the time of such intercourse, 
the Virgin Mary had already been mar- 
ried and her husband was Joseph, son 
of Jacob. 


“God who, in His Seventh Command- 
ment of the Ten Commandments, had 
set forth ‘Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery,’ had done what He had forbidden 
mankind to do, in contravention of this 
Commandment. What an inglorious im- 
putation! What an example even unto 
the thousandth generation yet unborn! 


“When the totalitarian Catholic 
Church, in order to control every child 
from the cradle to the grave in conse 
crated ground, adopted the dogmatic 
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fiction that every child is born in sin, 
in order to overcome the naturally dis. 
turbing logical conclusion that sin also 
tainted the birth of Jesus, the second 
dogmatic fiction was superimposed on 
the first fiction; namely, that Jesus 
was born by being conceived by God, 
Who, in the form of the Holy Ghost 
(another fiction), had intercourse with 
Mary (another fiction) who, though 
married, was a virgin — another fie- 
tion. 


“In the entire shadowy story there 
is not a single absolutely convincing 
historical fact.” 


But why desecrate Defender pages 
with more of such blasphemy? 


The foregoing is only a fraction of 
the Jewish Forum editorial now being 
considered.

GOD SAVE AMERICA 





The American people are sickened 





by the senseless slaughter in Korea; 
shocked by the ever-increasing expos- 
ures of corruption in government; and 
outraged by the double-talk, half-truths, 
and lying propaganda fed to them by 
the Administration and the internation- 




















al stooges of press and radio. 





The people are beginning to suspect 
that our most dangerous enemies are 
not in Korea, China, or Russia, but 
right here in the United States; and 
that the threats of Communism and 
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atomic bombs are being used as “booby 
traps” to frighten us into surrendering 
our national sovereignty to a world 
government in which we would be hope- 
lessly out-numbered and out-voted. 


Unquestionably, one of the first acts 
of a world government would be repeal 
of our immigration laws to open our 
gates to the have-not hordes of Asia 
and Europe, thereby reducing out stan- 
dard of living to the world level. 


There is a growing suspicion rapid- 
ly approaching conviction, that the real 
architects of our foreign and domestic 
policies are the One-Worlders of Wall 
Street and the London counting houses, 
who see in our threatened economic 
collapse the opportunity to seize con- 


trol of our commerce, industry, raw 
CHRISTIAN 
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materials; thus gaining economic and 
financial control of the world. Through 
the Bretton Woods Monetary Agree 
ments, ratified by the Senate in viola.

have control of money and credit. 


It is significant that Dean Acheson, 
John Foster Dulles, and a clique in the 
State Department are the principal 
mouthpieces for internationalism.

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HEADED FOR BANKRUPTCY 





One of the pet smear words used 





against opponents of the Administra- 





tion’s supposed bipartisan foreign poli- 





cy of internationalism, is to accuse them 





of being “isolationists.” 





The word “isolationism” occurred 
five times in six paragraphs in the re- 
ply of the State Department to the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee’s re- 
quest for its recommendation on H. R. 
5080, my bill to get out of the United 
Nations. The Department 
“the emphatic hope that it (the bill) 
will receive no favorable consideration 
by the Congress.” 


The whole world is divided into two 
camps — the Nationalist countries, and 
the Internationalist. We are the only 
nation fitting into the internationalist 
group; all others are Nationalist — 
and quite properly so. 

They are all have not nations; we 
have been the haves. And, due to the fact 
that our internationalists are either 
dumb, deluded, or definitely un-Ameri- 
can, they have just about carried us 
into National bankruptcy through a 
series of foreign give-away programs 
to nations who frequently use our gifts 
on the black market. 


These nationalist countries call their 
operations “patriotism,” but never “iso- 
lationism.” 


Thus a foreign isolationist is a patri- 
ot; while our own isolationists are 
traitors, un-American, bad and danger- 
ous people, who are definitely endanger- 
ing our asinine foreign policy — if you 
can call it a policy. 


Thank God your writer is an “isola- 
tionist.” All the founding fathers were. 
I would much rather have their com- 
pany, not only now, but through all 
eternity, than the half-men, and poten- 
tial traitors in the State Department, 
with all the rest of the internationalist 
breed.

UNIVERSAL MILITARY 
TRAINING BILL CONDEMNED 








Many letters are coming into my 





office concerning the Universal Mili- 
tary Training bill, not only from Idaho, 
but all over the United States. Ninety- 
nine per cent of them are against it. 














I voted against it last year. No argu- 


‘ments have thus far been advanced by 


its advocates which have caused me to 
change my opinion. It presents some 
attractive features, but, in my opinion, 
they are outbalanced by its objection- 
able provisions. These are as follows: 


1. The principle is not compatible 
with constitutional Americanism. The 
people have never indicated they wished 
their young sons committed to the 
foster care of a military group in their 
formative years, and certainly not in 
peacetime. 


2. A large section of our people are 
not in sympathy with our foreign po)- 
icy of careless meddling in the future 
of other countries. They realize the 
Army might become the club to enforce 
such interference, and they want none 
of it. Korea has taught even the com- 
placent and unthinking a lesson. 


3. They realize the President has in- 
dicated he is completely sold on “gov- 
ernment by executive decree.” A few 
examples follow: 


(a) He has arrogated to himself — 
or to the United Nations, which is still 
worse, the sole right of Congress to 
declare war. 


(b) He has arrogated to himself the 
right to order our boys into Iran, 
Egypt, or Indo-China, at any time he 





pleases, without the consent, or even 
the advice, of Congress. 


4. The Selective Service Act, which 
has met with general acceptance by 
the American people, has been more 
or less stultified by the Administration, 
with the objective of creating favorable 
sentiment for U.M.T. 


5. The Military Affairs Committees 
of both Houses of Congress should 
have devised the Act. Instead, it was 
left to a committee of five, some of 
whom have strong internationalist lean- 
ings. 


6. A fourth estate of military hier- 
archy has begun to function uncon- 
stitutionally. It is jealous of its powers, 
is dictatorial, wasteful of public taxes, 
and is increasingly encroaching upon 
the constitutional civilian authority over 
it. An example: 


Two weeks ago, a highly top secret 
meeting was held in the Pentagon. Sub- 
ject matter: Should our boys be sent 
into Indo-China, under certain condi- 
tions, to be decided by the top brass 
of the United States, Britain, and France. 
Result announced: “Not at present.” 
Entirely unconstitutional and un-Amer- 
ican. Do you see how far we have gone? 
Congress should have discussed this, 
if it should have been discussed at all, 


and decided it. 


7. We have no scarcity of men. We 
lack production of materiel. U.M.T. 
is not designed to remedy that. 


8. It presents too many possibilities 
for abuse by the growing tendencies 
to government by executive decree, or 
by the growing power of the military. 


HUMAN RIGHTS 
CONVENTION 








The Human Rights Convention has 
already been passed by the United Na- 


tions — that supergovernment of the 
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world, of which every American un- 





wittingly became a citizen when its 
charter was signed in 1945. 








It has not yet been passed by the 
United States Senate, largely due to 
the efforts of the American Bar As- 
sociation, and particularly its past 
president, Frank E. Holman, in point- 
ing out to the Senate that if, and when 
they did give the Convention treaty 
rights, causing it to become the supreme 
law of the Land, our system of con- 
stitutional government would be de- 
stroyed. 


The Senate may not pass this treason 
to America. But they did give its mother, 
the United Nations, treaty rights, 
strange though it may seem to patri- 
otic Americans. And wise people learn 
to judge the future by the past. Let us 
analyze a few of the implications in- 
volved in this vicious proposal. 


Citizens of the United States may pass 
freely from one State to another. The 
same right would be given to citizens 
of the World State under this Conven- 
tion. Now for some forked tongue busi- 
ness. 


Russia signed this Convention long 
ago, but can you even imagine her 
permitting free travel of Americans in 
Russia? Or in Hungary? Or even in our 
new supposed friend, Yugoslavia? 


All our present immigration laws 
shall be nullified by this Treaty. Can 
you visualize the tremendous horde of 
undesirables this Convention would let 
loose upon America? 


How would our labor unions like the 
inevitable impact of the flood of cheap 
labor which would swamp their labor 
market, even though most of them are 
asking for the passage of this Con- 
vention? American labor has obtained 
tremendous advantages under the Amer- 
ican way of life. What would be its 
effect upon their future status? Think 
it over, union members. 


Its passage would spell the doom of 
our American system of jurisprudence. 
The functions of our higher courts 
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would largely pass within the scope of 
the International Court of the United 
Nations. It would become difficult to 
draw the line between domestic and 
international matters. 


Domestic courts would inevitably 
tend to assume the character of mere 
police courts, and even their decisions 
would necessarily have the right of re- 
view or reversal by the International 
Court, since all human rights would be 
under their jurisdiction. 


Runnymede and Magna Charta; the 
British Bill of Rights; our Declaration 
of Independence, and our Constitution, 
with its attached Bill of Rights, would 
cease to remain the solid bulwarks of 
Freedom. Above the entrance to every 
American Court would be inscribed in 
black letters that old Biblical lament, 
“Ichabod, the glory is departed.” 


HOW TO PREVENT WAR 
AND STOP INFLATION 








During the past six and one-half 
years the Truman administration has 








collected and spent more taxes than 





we collected in all the previous years 





of our national existence — four bil- 





lion dollars more. 





We are staggering under the greatest 
national debt in all history — more 
than $256,000,000,000 — and we are 
being rushed at breakneck speed into 
national bankruptcy. Why? 


The President says this reckless spend- 
ing is necessary to achieve peace and 
security in a free world. Are you satis- 
fied with that explanation? If not, ask 
yourself the three following questions: 


First. Is peace and security the sole 
objective of this mad spending spree? 


Second. Have the pseudo economists 


of the New Deal-Fair Deal made such 
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a mess of our economy that they must 
promote war, and production for war, 
to keep our economy going? 


Third. Is this all part of a diabolical 
international conspiracy to drain away 
our wealth and replace our system of 
government with a socialistic, totali- 
tarian state? 


Common sense dictates that the way 
to prevent wars and depressions and 
stop inflation is to eliminate the causes, 
Every war is, in essence, an economic 
war. The underlying causes of wars 
and depressions, booms and busts, in- 
flation and deflation are unsound mone- 
tary and fiscal policies of government. 


These causes can be eliminated in 
90 days without cost to the American 
taxpayers, without economic disturb- 
ances of any ‘kind, and without sacri- 
ficing the life of a single American 
boy in foreign wars; merely by car- 
rying out a legislative mandate that 
has been on our statute books for exact- 
ly 58 years — act of Congress ,Novem- 
ber 1, 1893, section 311, United States 
Code Annotated, chapters 8, 28, stat- 
ute 4. 


This mandate provides for the estab- 
lishment of a sound, honest, depend- 
able monetary system which will main- 
tain and protect the solvency and in- 
tegrity of the people’s money, the sol- 
vency and integrity of the United States, 
and guarantee the redemption of cur- 
rency at face value, on demand. 


Money is sound, honest, and depend- 
able only when backed by and re- 
deemable is something of a universally 
recognized and accepted value; and 
since the dawn of civilization the only 
two material things that have been uni- 
versally recognized and accepted in 
exchange for goods and services, and 
for the redemption of paper currency, 
are gold and/or silver at a fixed and 
proper ratio, based on the relative world 
production of these two precious met- 
als. 

Those who read these statements and 
fail to demand enactment of a sound 
monetary system should stop complain- 
ing about high prices, high taxes, and 
the fact that their sons are being 
drafted to fight more foreign wars. 
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and bring them under the folds of the 
iron curtain. Then it suddenly dawned 
upon straight-thinking Americans, to 
what extent western civilization might 
be jeopardized if this should happen. 

A little reasoning will show us why 
Russia did not strike the Arab coun- 
tries — Iran, Iraq, Arabia, Jordan, Ye- 
men, Lebanon, Syria, Turkey and Egypt 
... like she had previously struck Po- 
land, Latvia, Czechoslovakia, Lithuania, 
Estonia, Bulgaria, Albania, Hungary 
and Eastern Germany. 


The reason Russia did not dare at- 
tempt an invasion of the Near East, 
when the time seemed so propitious, was 
the fact that she had never been able 
to organize branches of the Communist 
Party in the Arab countries — suffici- 
ently strong to produce internal revolt 
and to assure the existence of satisfac- 
tory puppet governments. 


Why has she failed among the Arabs, 
while succeeding among the Poles, the 
Czechs, the Bulgarians and the Hun- 
garians? 


The answer can be stated in one 
word. And that word is “Islam.” The 
followers of Mohammed, by the very 
hardness of their faith, are standing 
like a wall, like a dike against the 
onrushing tide of international atheism. 


Granted that their faith is not like 
our faith. Yet they do believe in the 
existence of a supreme being and the 
power of the supernatural. And this 
faith is sufficient to create a climate in 
which atheistic Communism cannot op- 
erate. 


Except for the religious convictions 
of Arabic peoples in the Near East, 
Moscow would today control that part 
of the world like she does, red China. 


It is nothing short of a religious 
paradox that the Christian nations of 
the west should owe such a debt of 
gratitude to the followers of Moham- 
med, in the present international crisis. 
No other conclusion can be reached, 
if one wishes to make an honest ap- 
praisal. 


Make no mistake about it, Russia 
has made a strong bid for support in 
the Near East. The men of the Krem- 
lin would be willing to take any risk 
that might promise to pay off. But 
Islam stands in the way. 
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Great changes are now taking place 
in that part of the world. Economic 
changes. Political changes. For cen- 
turies the people have lived pinched 
and impoverished lives. Today they 
are demanding better things. 


The Arab looks at his soil and finds 
it to be rich in natural resources. So 
he feels entitled to something more 
than a horse, a goat, and a gun. To 
realize these objectives, he feels that 
he must revolt against imperialism and 
exploitation from the outside. In the 
language of Colonel Lawrence, there 
is a revolt in the desert. 


Communism could be expected, or- 
dinarily, to flourish under such condi- 
tions. The trend of events would ap- 
pear to be a natural for red propa- 
ganda. 


We are reminded of a statement in 
Stalin’s book of lectures on Leninism. 
This is what he said: “One of the chief 
indirect reserves for the Communist 
revolution is antagonism, conflicts and 
wars.” 


And yet he has failed to make any 
considerable progress in the Near East. 
Why? Simply because Arabs know 
that Communism would tear down their 
mosques. 





The present hour finds these people 
entering upon a new renaissance. New 
forces are being quickened among 
them. They would like to look toward 
the west for guidance. It will be the 
ultimate in assininity, if we treat them 
with indifference. If we spurn them 
now, we will live to regret it. They 
need us. We need them. 


Remember there are more than four- 
hundred million of these people, so 
placed geographically, as to insulate 
the nations of the west against Rus- 
sian aggression through the Near East. 
Try to imagine what would happen if 
these people were ever brought into 
the Moscow orbit. The tragedy of a 
red china would fade in comparison. 


Congressman Ed Gossett of Texas 
had this in mind when he said in a 
speech before the House of Representa- 
tives (and I quote): “Americans should 
covet the friendship and understanding 
of these ancient and honorable people. 
We need to recapture the friendship 
of four hundred million Moslems. If 
we do, it may prove the deciding fac- 
tor in preserving world peace.” (end 
of quotation) 

The Egyptian ambassador to the 


United States said these words in a 
recent address delivered at Princeton 
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University: “The people of the Near 
East are anxious to encourage closer 
cooperation with the western democra- 
cies.” 


Then he added this note of warning: 
“They are naturally opposed to Com- 
munism, but owing to their disappoint- 
ment in the Western policy, they are 
moving in the direction of neutrality 
in the conflict between East and West.” 
(end of quotation) 


Leaders of the international atheist 
movement shudder at the thought of 

ristians of the West and Moslems 
of the East adopting a rational policy 
of standing together against their com- 
mon foe. 


Such a program could very well see 
the end of the whole Communist con- 
spiracy. The forces of atheism could 
never hope to resist such pressure. This 
brings to mind the old adage that, “In 
union there is strength.” 


Of course there can be no “union,” 
or blending of religious belief, be- 
tween the Christian and the Moham- 
medan. But there can be mutual re- 
spect. The image of God, marred by 
sin, is stamped on the countenance of 
both. They should hold each other in 
esteem and reciprocate a respectful at- 
titude. 


Any intelligent effort to save civiliza- 
tion from further inroads of red athe- 
ism must start at a deeper level than 
economic and military assistance. The 
spiritual aspect of the problem is of 
transcendant importance. Only a reli- 
gious crusade will salvage the wreck. 
God will have to move in upon the 
scenes, or all that man has built will 
be obliterated. 


A theological gap, as wide as the 
Grand Canyon, separates Christianity 
and Islam. But both systems face the 
same enemy, and should therefore be 
willing to cooperate at that point, and 
stand unitedly. 


I wish to remark that Christian mis- 
sionaries testify to some degree of suc- 
cess in goul-winning work among the 
Moslems. There are a great many Arab 
Christians. 


Islam professes respect for the per- 
son of Jesus Christ, and this provides 
entree for the missionary. 


Mohammed announced himself as 
the prophet of the one true God. Nu- 
merous references to Hebrew and Chris- 
tian traditions leave no doubt regarding 
his indebtedness to these faiths. For a 
time he allied himself with Christians. 
Zoroastrianism also helped mold his 
thinking. Whatever passed through the 
crucible of his experience came forth 
transformed. 


The Moslem faith rests first of all, 
in the basic conviction of one God and 
no other. Allah is addressed in prayer 
by 99 names, and his attributes include 
all-seeing, all-hearing, all-speaking, all- 
knowing, all-willing, all-powerful. He 
is loving, compassionate, forgiving yet 
stern in punishment and arbitrary in 
purpose. 


Associated with God are angels who 
support his throne, guard hell, and serve 
as intermediaries. But the system lacks 
a knowledge of Christ’s position as Sav- 
iour of lost mankind. 


Dr. Fred Goodsell, who labored for 
many years as a missionary in Turkey, 
has this to say, in one of his books: 
“As we seek to confront Moslems with 
Jesus Christ, we must rely upon the 


dynamic fascination of radiant, Christ- 
like living. This is the one, single, in. 
vincible thing about our Christian 


faith. 


“It is more subtle than reasoned ar. 
gument, more persuasive than an edu- 
cational enterprise, and more effective 
than any amount of formal religious 
education.” 


Finally, I wish to quote a few words 
from the pen of Dr. Samuel Zwemer, 
who devoted more than 40 years to 
the cause of Christian missions in the 
Near East: “I am convinced that the 
nearest way to the Moslem heart is the 
way of God’s love. Christian love is 
spontaneous, overflowing, without re- 
spect of persons, and seldom fails to 
quicken a response in others.” 


I leave it with you, friends of the 
listening audience. The forces of inter- 
national atheism are bent on destroy- 
ing civilization as we know it. This 
imposes a special responsibility upon 
all religious adherents. If they are wise, 
they will stand together. United we 
stand. Divided we fall. 


And now, I ask you to bear in mind, 
that the Defender Hour is supported 
solely by free-will offerings from mem- 
bers of the listening audience.

“Knowing this first, that no prophecy 


of the scripture is of any private inter- 








pretation. For the prophecy came not 
in old time by the will of man: but 
holy men of God spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost.” II Peter 
1:20-21. 














ITHOUT divine inspiration, it is 

impossible to be saved. Without 
divine inspiration, men could not have 
written the Bible. Without divine in- 
spiration, men cannot understand it. 


Inspiration influenced the writers of 
the Scriptures so that they were qual- 
ified to communicate truth without er- 
ror. “Holy men of God spake as they 
were inspired by the Holy Spirit.” 


THE HOLY BIBLE 


The Bible is the living Word of 
the living God. All other books are 
human. The Bible is divine. Human 
books have a time to be born, a time 
to be fondled, a time to grow in 
strength; they have a middle life of 
usefulness, then comes old age; they 
totter and die. Many books are pre- 
served only for their artistic binding. 


Libraries are frequently cemeteries 
of dead books. Nearly all are out of 
date. The questions they discussed, the 
wrongs which they fought, have ceased 
to exist. Man made books change with 
the times. Old books on morals be- 
come outmoded. Books on history have 
to be revised and corrected. The books 
of poetry, linked with mythologies, are 
returning to the earth. “Ashes to ashes, 
dust to dust.” 


But not so with the Bible. It started 
in the world’s infancy. It: grew under 
theocracy and monarchy. It grew un- 
der prophet’s mantle and fisherman’s 
coat. It withstood storms and fire. 





Tyranny issued edicts against it. In- 
fidelity stuck out the tongue at it. False 
religions hurled anathemas, but the 
grand old and ever fresh Book lived on. 


It crossed the English Channel and 
was greeted by Wycliffe and James I. 
It crossed the Atlantic and struck Ply- 
mouth Rock until, like that of Horeb, 
there gushed forth a crystal pure stream 
of blessedness. Churches have gathered 
all along its way, ringing their bells 
and stretching out hands of love to 
succor struggling masses. 


This blessed Book, packed full of 
truth, will continue to live and glow 
until all thrones are gathered into one 
throne, until all crowns are melted 
into one crown. 


GOD WROTE THE BIBLE 


I will not ask you to waste time study- 
ing the five major theories of inspira- 
tion. I will merely mention them. 


(1) Plenary inspiration which re- 
gards inspiration as extended to all the 
subjects dealt with in the Bible. 
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(2) Verbal inspiration which extends 
the inspiration to every word. 


(3) Moral inspiration which limits 
inspiration and consequent authorita- 
tiveness to the moral and religious in- 
struction that the writings contain. 


(4) Mechanical inspiration by which 
the writers simply became secretaries 
of the Holy Spirit to write His dicta- 
tion. 


(5) Dynamic inspiration which 
caused the writers to be moved by the 
Holy Spirit operating on and through 
their natural faculties. 


My argument is this: Railroad com- 
panies construct roads, manufacture 
equipment and issue tickets which en- 
title me to make the desired journey 
between two places. Then they issue a 
book containing the necessary informa- 
tion, known as a timetable. 


When I receive the timetable, do I 
begin to formulate theories about how 
it came to be written? Do I try to 
figure out whether the president of 
the railroad company, or the vice-pres- 
ident, wrote it? Or, whether it was 
brought into existence by plenary, ver- 
bal, moral, mechanical or dynamic in- 
spiration? 


No! I simply take the timetable, and 
put it to use, saying to myself, “The 
company issued this document; I be- 
lieve it — every word in it. I see my 
train leaves at a certain time.” Now, 
it is just as simple as that, with regard 
to the Bible and our journey from earth 
to heaven. 


God has given us an inspired Book 
with all instructions needed for our 
journey. How foolish it would be to 
listen to anyone concerning that jour- 
ney, who used anything other than the 
divine timetable! 


“If there come any unto you, and 
bring not this doctrine, receive him 

















not into your house, neither bid him 
God speed.” II John, verse 10. 


The original Bible was written by 
God — every word. I am not speaking 
about the different translations, but 
rather, the original text. 


No matter whether the _ recorded 
words were spoken by Christ, the Holy 
Spirit, prophets, priests, kings, the evan- 
gelists, Satan, demons or sinners; all 
were gathered under inspiration and 
placed in the Word for our benefit. 


Don’t let the evil forces burglarize 
any portion of your Bible! Nothing 
must be added, or taken away, by any 
human being. If some presumptive per- 
son undertakes to do so, he will bring 
upon himself the wrath of God. “If 
any man shall add ... if any man 
shall take away .. . God shall take away 
his part out of the book of life.” Revela- 
tion 22:18-19. 


A POPULAR BOOK 


Can you doubt the authenticity of 
the Scriptures? 


There is not so much evidence that 
Walter Scott wrote the “Lady of the 
Lake,” or that Shakespeare wrote 
“Hamlet,” or that Milton wrote ‘‘Para- 
dise Lost” — as there is evidence that 


God wrote the Bible. 


Suppose a book should be written 
in modern times by bad men or impost- 
ers, that came into conflict with a great 
many things. How long would it stand? 


But, look at this Book — the friend 
of all that is good, the sworn enemy 
of all that is bad; a Gospel ship with 


wickedness roaring around stem and 
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stern and mutiny on deck, having ex- 
perienced a long, difficult voyage, but 
as seaworthy as when it first put out 
from the shores of heaven. 


This Book cannot be destroyed. There 
is nothing in it to destroy. Men can’t 
destroy truth. They can’t destroy pur- 
ity, honesty, love. The more they try, 
the more these virtues multiply. 


When organized opposition began its 
attempt at destruction of the Word, 
there were about three thousand copies. 
Now there are no less than a thousand 
million. Recently a man took a Bible 
into a pawn shop in Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, and got a loan of five dol- 
lars on it. God’s Book is popular ev- 
erywhere. 


PROOF OF INSPIRATION 


Do you want proof of inspiration. 
I could give a hundred, yea, a thousand 
arguments, every one valid. Let us 
dwell on just one — the first coming 
of Christ. That’s history. It has already 
taken place. 


Isaiah wrote 742 years before the 
event occurred: “Behold, a virgin shall 
conceive, and bear a son, and shall call 
his name Immanuel.” Isaiah 7:14. When 
the period of time expired, Mary, a 
young virgin, gave birth to a Son whom 
they called Emmanuel. Matthew 1:23. 


Micah wrote 710 years before it took 
place, that this birth would occur in 
the small city of Bethlehem. Micah 5:2. 
When the years elapsed, Christ was 
born in this very village. Luke 2:4-7. 


Isaiah wrote that the Saviour would 
have poor parents and live with com- 
mon people. No man by human wisdom 
alone could have known such a thing 
so far in advance. “Butter and honey 
shall he eat.” Isaiah 7:15. Thus indi- 
cating the plainness and simplicity of 
our Lord’s home life. Joseph was a 
carpenter. 


One thousand years before it hap- 
pened, David foretold what would be 
Christ’s last words on the Cross, Psalm 
22:1, and how His persecutors would 





offer Him vinegar to drink in death, 
Psalm 69:21. The fulfillment of this 
amazing prophecy is recorded in Mat. 
thew 27:46-48. At the end of the 1,000 
years, He was born, crucified and felt 
the vinegary sponge pressed to His 
lips. 


Why go further? There were 196 
signs prophesied concerning His first 
coming. Every one came to pass. Some 
were made as long as four thousand 
years before fulfillment. No other book 
can boast such a record. 


HELP TO UNDERSTAND THE BIBLE 


This is one Book you do not need 
to have a dictionary or be a college 
student to understand. The doctrines 
are stated in a forthright, plain man- 
ner. The plan of salvation, showing 
man as a lost sinner and Christ as 
Saviour, is portrayed in a way that a 
child can grasp. 


Divine direction is promised to those 
who need knowledge to understand: 
“If any of you lack wisdom, let him 


ask of God.” 


If help is desired for witnessing to the 
unsaved, the Holy Spirit will enable 
you to understand and remember the 
right Scriptures at the right time. If 
you are willing! “But the Comforter 

shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remembrance.” 
John 14:26. 


If you want to point out to lost 
loved ones and friends the nearness of 
Christ’s return and how the prophecies 
are being fulfilled, “The Spirit will 
shew you things to come.” John 16:13. 
No other book enjoys such heavenly 
connections. 


The Bible opens with “The earth 
was without form, and void,” and closes 
with “I saw a new (freshly remade) 
earth.” And it tells humans all they 
need to know to properly regulate 
their lives between those two points. 


It shows the beginning and origin 
of sin. “Thou Lucifer (Isaiah 14:12, 
Luke 10:18) wast perfect in thy ways 
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from the day that thou wast created, 
till iniquity was found in thee.” That 
was the beginning of sin. It originated 
in the heart of an archangel. Only in 
this Book do we find a remedy. 


THE POWER OF THE BOOK 


What a Book! Written by God. Pre- 
served by God. Given to us by God. 
The Holy Spirit sent by God to guide 
us while reading it. Don’t pawn yours 
for five dollars. It contains the way of 
life. It is full of magnificent: hopes 
and propositions. It is a paradise of 
truth. 


All people are welcome to walk be- 
neath its heavily laden arbors and 
pluck rich clusters of grace. Each para- 
graph is like a Banyan tree with a 
hundred roots and a thousand branches. 
No pearl diver ever brought up such 
riches. 


Rev. John Halsebach of Vienna ex- 
pounded the twenty-first chapter of 
Isaiah to his congregation every Sun- 
day for twenty years, and failed to ex- 
haust its contents. 


God inspired men of different tem- 
peraments and walks of life to write 
the Book, because it was meant for all 
people. Little children enjoy it. Aged 
folk find comfort within its covers. 
Historians revel in the writings of 
Moses. Musicians love the Psalms. Poets 
are inspired by the Song of Solomon. 
A pensive and complaining world can 
read the writings of Jeremiah with 
profit. Ezekiel satisfies lovers of the 
strange and romantic. 


Put the Bible in the hand of a man 
concerned with his soul, and it will 
soon be well with that soul. Put it in 
the hands of those in trouble, and a 
heavenly calm will overtake them. 


Put the Bible in the home and it 
will build character among members 
of that family. Parents will become 
kind and patient, children polite and 
obedient. Domestic sorrow lessens, joys 
increase, where this Book is welcomed. 
Darkness and uncertainty flee away. 


Put the Bible in the schools today 
and you will have noble men and 
women tomorrow. Educate only a man’s 
head and you make him an infidel. 
Educate only a man’s heart and you 
make him a fanatic. But educate both 
head and heart and you have the noblest 
work of God. 


Skeptics will tell you that it is an 
outlandish Book, that it is obsolete. 
But I tell you, it is fresher and more 
intensely interesting than any other 
book ever struck from a printing press.

PASTOR STONE'S REPLY 


My Dear Brother Novikov: Thank 
you for your kind offer to supply me 
with information relative to the Union 
of Socialistic Soviet Republics. It will 
be necessary, however, for me to de- 
cline. It was our great Abraham Lin- 
coln who said: “What you are speaks 
so loud that I can’t hear a word that 
you say.” The peaceful policies of 
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your government smell strongly of the 
Trojan horse. 


My first reason for refusing your 
literature is that I am a Christian pas- 
tor ... When the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics opens its doors to 
the free dissemination of the Christian 
Gospel, then I as a clergyman shall 
be willing to consider the possibility 
of discussing Russian peace aims. 


My second reason for refusing your 
literature is that I am an American. 
I could not, even under torture, repeat 
the oath of Philip Nolan, the traitor, 
“God damn the United States.” Rather, 
I take pride in singing “God Bless 
America.” My love for my Nation 
prompted me to serve in World War II 
as a Navy chaplain. I joined forces, 
in the final stages of the war, with your 
men. Never did I, however, chance to 
meet a Russian chaplain. From your 
own countrymen I learned that you had 
no Christian chaplains, your govern- 
ment had closed their churches, slaugh- 
tered their families, and banned them 
from their profession. In America the 
love of God is encouraged by the Na- 
tion we love. 


My third reason stems from some- 
thing very close to my heart. Your 
peaceful policies are personally known 
to me. Look at your work in Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, and in Rumania. A 
member of our family wrote from Rus- 
sian-occupied territory a year ago that 
your soldiers had entered his village, 
raped the women, desecrated the church, 
confiscated the money, blinded him, 
and enslaved the more able-bodied 
youth. He wrote: “We have nothing 
left to live for but days.” Is this your 
great movement for a lasting peace?

Think of it, if you will. After nearly 
two thousand years of missionary work 
and evangelism, there are still 1,789 
languages into which the Word of God 
has never been translated. And what 
does the Apostle Paul say? “Faith 
cometh by hearing and hearing by the 
Word of God.” “How shall they be- 
lieve except they hear?” But how can 
they hear if they do not have God’s 
Word? 


It has been found that there are still 
over 1,000 tribes without the Gospel. 
Moreover, these tribes have been lo- 
cated. We know where they are. I want 
you to think of them, if you will, as 
I mention their location, and remem- 
ber, no missionary is working among 
these people. They do not have the 
Word of God. As a matter of fact, they 
have never even heard the name of 
Jesus. 


There are 350 such tribes in Africa 
— tribes that have still to be reached. 
In South America there are 300 tribes. 
Most of them are Indians. There are 
100 tribes in India. In Siberia we have 
found 75 tribes. 


Then in China, French Indo-China 
and the Philippine Islands there are 
another 175 tribes, or more. Hence, 
at least 1,000 tribes are still waiting 
in darkness and midnight gloom for 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 


In Brazil alone there are 1,500,000 
pure blood Indians and more than 
100 tribes waiting to be evangelized. 
Bolivia has almost 1,000,000 pure blood 





of 2,500,000. In Colombia there are 
100,000 Indians, mostly in a savage 
and primitive condition. There are 
also 500,000 highland Indians in a 
semi-civilized state. 


But how are they to be reached? Only 
by the young people of our Churches, 
our Bible Schools and our Seminaries. 
It is the young who can go. Movements 
like Inter-Varsity Fellowship and Youth 
for Christ must challenge them. Mis- 
sion Boards everywhere are pleading 
for workers. 


That is why I recently toured Great 
Britain and appealed to the young peo- 
ple there, until 948 of them responded. 
That is why I have gone all over the 
United States and Canada. “The lab- 
ourers are few.” We must have more. 
That is why I am giving myself first 
and foremost to missionary work. The 
world must be evangelized. 


Our only hope is in the young people. 
Unless they go, the job will never be 
done for no one else can do it. God is 
calling the young. The youth must re- 
spond. 


Let us remember that practically all

the disciples were young men. Jesus 
chose them in their youth. They had 
their lives before them to be lived for 
God. May we, too, accept the chal- 
lenge. May we give our best. God had 
an only Son and He made Him a mis- 
sionary. Can we do less? 


THREE DIFFERENT GROUPS 


I would like to challenge three dif- 
ferent groups. First of all, the send-ers, 
then the pray-ers, and last but not 
least, the go-ers. All three are necessary. 


Someone must send; money is netes- 
sary. There are those who will have 
to hold the ropes at home. And if you, 
my friend, cannot go, then perhaps 
God wants you to be a send-er and to 
see that another goes in your place. 
Your part is to earn money and make 
it possible for someone else to go. 
And remember, you will share equally 
in the reward. 


Then there are the pray-ers. It may 
be that you cannot earn money and 
that you only have sufficient for your 
own needs. You may never be able to 
send another; but you can be a pray-er. 


You can spend a little time in Africa, 
and India, and China, each day. You 
can get a list of missionaries and 
pray for them. That may be your re- 
sponsibility, and if it is, woe betide 
you if you shirk it. You, too, may win 
a reward by faithfully praying for 
those who have gone; thus you can 
have a share in their work. 


Then, of course, there are the go-ers. 
If you are healthy and strong, if you 
have or can get the necessary training, 
and if you are prepared, you can go. 
The urge will come upon you as you 
pray about your life’s work and you 
will soon know if God is calling. 


I challenge you to the greatest work 
in the world. I appeal to you to go 
if you can. There is nothing like it. 
Missionaries are God’s aristocrats. They 
are the aristocracy of the Church. You 
will be associating with the finest peo- 
ple on earth. 


When you are sure of God’s will, 
do not let Satan turn you aside. Your 
own friends and loved ones may become 
stumbling blocks. Don’t let Satan turn

HIS POWERFUL BOOK comes at 
an opportune time. Three major 
questions are asked and answered: 
What Is Protestantism? What Do Pro- 
testants Affirm? What Do They Deny? 


Dr. Garrison’s purpose is to state in 
clear and simple terms, the basic con- 
victions of those Christians and Chris- 
tian communions that call themselves 
Protestant ... mindful of the fact that 
within this total company there are wide 
differences of attitude, belief and prac- 
tice. 


While Protestants disagree among 
themselves, allowing latitude for crea- 
tive thinking in their ranks, yet there 
exists what the book calls “a very 
solid body of agreements.” 


We read in the Foreword: “One of 
the aims of this book is to make more 
evident the degree of unity that now 
exists among Protestants.” 


On the positive side of the discus- 
sion, a great body of Protestant truth 
is exhibited, in much the same way 
that an attorney would present evidence 
to a jury. The history of the Church 
is traced. The darkness of the Middle 
Ages is discussed. The period of the 
Reformers is studied.

The distinctive Affirmations of Pro- 
testantism are set forth, including: (1) 
Justification by faith, (2) The freedom 
and vocation of the Christian man, 
(3) The priesthood of all believers, 
(4) The sufficiency of the Bible. 


Some of the chapter titles in this 
section include, “Defining Protestant- 
ism,” Protestantism Affirms,” “Origins 
and Varieties of Protestantism,” and 
“Distinctively Protestant.” 
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On the negative side, Dr. Garrison 
explains what Protestantism is not! He 
discusses doctrines, beliefs and ecclesi- 
astical claims which Protestants reject 
as spurious and invalid.

March 16, 1952 
TIMOTHY, A LOYAL HELPER 


Acts 16:1-3: { Cor. 4:14-21; 
I Tim. 4:10-16; II Tim. 2:1-13 











EMORY TEXT: “Meditate upon 


these things; give thyself wholly 
to them.” I Timothy 4:15. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES. 
SON IS “FAITHFUL.” 


Paul once referred to Timothy as 
“my dearly beloved son.” (II Timothy 
1:2) They met at Lystra on the occa- 
sion of the Apostle’s first visit to the 
city. (Acts 16:1) It appears by compar- 
ing Acts 14:6 and II Timothy 1:5, 
that this crossing of paths marked the 
date’ of Timothy’s conversion. 


But no mention is made of the young- 
er man until Paul’s second missionary 
visit to Lystra — at which time Timo- 
thy was enrolled as a traveling com- 
panion and helper. This was the be- 
ginning of a long, profitable and un- 
blemished friendship. 


After years of toil and tears, win- 
ning converts and establishing churches, 
we find Paul facing a martyr’s death 
in Rome ... writing a letter to his 
friend, making certain requests. (II 
Timothy 4:9, 13, 21) It is not known 
whether Timothy was able to comply, 
although some have seen in Hebrews 
13:23 an indication that he shared 
Paul’s imprisonment. 


According to tradition, Timothy 
served as bishop of Ephesus until the 
end of his days, and suffered martyr- 
dom during the reign of Domitian. 


Timothy’s extraordinary career as a 
friend of Paul and servant of Christ, 
is a tribute to pious family influences. 
As a boy, he was instructed in the 
Old Testament Scriptures by a godly

mother and grandmother. (II Timothy 
1:5) Qualities of character were in- 
stilled into his developing personality, 
which stood him well in later years. 


Without this background, he could 
never have discharged the arduous du- 
ties of apostleship. “Train up a child 
in the way he should go: and when he 
is old, he will not depart from it.” 
(Proverbs 22:6) Timothy’s life is a 
testimony to Christian faithfulness. He 
was faithful to himself, his family, his 
friends, his Lord and the Gospel. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS I TIMOTHY 
4:16. 


“Take heed unto thyself, and unto 
the doctrine; continue in them: for in 
doing this thou shalt both save thyself, 
and them that hear thee.” 


We should take these words home to 
ourselves. They apply not only to Pas- 
tors of Churches . . . because, in a broad 
sense, it is incumbent upon every pro- 
fessed Christian to be a faithful wit- 
ness, a soul winner. 


“Take heed unto thyself,” in matters 
pertaining to personal belief and con- 
duct. Live an exemplary life. “Unto 
doctrine,” being sure of firm anchorage 
in the eternal truths of the Gospel. 
“Save thyself and them that hear thee,” 
thereby becoming equipped for the 
greatest of all tasks, namely bringing 
others to Christ. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIAN 
PROFESSION PRESUPPOSES DISCI- 
PLINE. 


Paul’s admonition to Timothy em- 
phasized the importance of him being 
“an example in word, in conversation, 
in charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity.” 
The believer in whose soul Christ has 
been formed, will want to be temper- 
ate in all things. The Gospel is the 
greatest character building force in 
the world. It produces better lives, 
homes and communities. 


John G. Wooley, the noted reformer 
and enemy of the liquor traffic, was 
a redeemed drunkard. One of his favor- 
ite phrases, used before audiences in 
delivering lectures, was “Gospel tem- 
perance.” He discriminated between 
mere education, involving the changing 
of a man’s intellectual viewpoint ... 
and the dynamics of personal salvation. 
A saved man is a temperate man!

GOSPEL WORK IN 
MACEDONIA 


Acts 16:6-40 











EMORY TEXT: “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved, and thy house.” Acts 16:31. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SPIRIT.” 


Today’s lesson opens in the year 
50 A.D. with Paul and Silas on a small 
island (Troas) in western Asia ... 
making plans to return east, “but the 
Spirit suffered them not.” Twice they 
started to leave, only to be checked 
both times. 


The explanation came in the form 
of a vision. Paul went to sleep with 
the roar of the waves reaching his ears. 
During the night, he saw a man on 
the opposite banks of the Aegean Sea, 
with arms outstretched calling, “Come 
over into Macedonia and help us.” No 
time was lost in heeding the divine 
summons. The missionaries made a 
complete turn-about-face. 


This was the pivot on which Paul’s 
second missionary journey turned, and 
the result was an eventual revision of 
the map of Europe. Had he not come 
west with the Gospel, our part of the 
world would probably be wrapped in 
pagan darkness today. The miracle of 
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Troas changed the course of human 
history. 


Let it be noted that Paul and Silas 
enjoyed a Spirit-directed ministry. This 
reminds us that the third Person of 
the eternal Trinity is personally and 
tenderly concerned with the affairs of 


God’s children. 


There are still Macedonian calls — 
fields white to harvest. Missionary work 
was never more difficult than today. 
New forces, unfriendly to the Gospel 
of Christ, are being quickened in many 
parts of the world. 


fe shudders to think, for instance, 
of China with her teeming millions, now 
being closed to missions. Christians at 
home and workers on the field need to 
seek that divine leadership and _pro- 
tecting care which was manifested at 
Troas. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 16:40. 


“And they went out of the prison, 
and entered into the house of Lydia.” 


This occurred after Paul and Silas 
were beaten by local officials and con- 
signed to prison, during which time 
an earthquake took place and a jailer 
was converted. Upon being released, 
they returned to the home of Lydia 
where they had been previously shel- 
tered. 


Women were relegated to inferior 
positions, little above animals, in an- 
cient times. Christianity liberated wo- 
manhood. Lydia’s conversion, baptism 
and later responsibilities in the Church 
at Philippi, symbolizes the new trend 
of enlightenment that entered society 
with the coming of the Gospel. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIANS 
SHOULD SEEK DIVINE GUIDANCE 
IN CONDUCTING THEIR AFFAIRS. 


The Holy Spirit is a Person with 
whom conversation is possible, not a 
mere influence. (John 15:26) He has 
a mind, will and affections. (I Corin- 
thians 2:10-11; 12:11) He performs 
personal acts. (Acts 8:29; Luke 12:12) 
He bestows gifts. (Ephesians 4:7-13) 


The Holy Spirit is eternal. (Hebrews 
9:14) He is everywhere. (Psalm 139: 
7-10) He has all power. (Romans 15: 
19) He possesses sovereign authority. 
(Acts 16:6-7) He knows all things. 
It is therefore safe to trust His guiding 
hand to open and close doors, to direct 
by supernatural intervention and 
through acts of providence. Hence we 
read in John 16:13, “He will guide

LUKE, WRITER AND 
EVANGELIST 
Luke 1:1-4; Acts 1:1-2: 16:6-10: 
28:1-10; Col. 4:14: If Tim. 4:11 











EMORY TEXT: “But ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me ... unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” Acts 1:8. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “WRITE.” 


Our lesson for today is a virtual 
biography of Luke, the evangelist. The 
People’s Bible Encyclopedia says he 
was of “Gentile origin.” The historians 
Eusebius and Jerome identify him as 
a native of Antioch of Syria ... and 
this is taken to imply Greek birth, edu- 
cation and culture. 


Gentile ancestry is also inferred by 
the fact that when Paul lists his com- 
panions in Colossians, chapter four, 
he mentions Luke separately, not with 
those “of the circumcision.” (Colos- 
sians 4:11) Moreover, the document 
that bears Luke’s name was compiled 
from facts extant, “most surely believed 
among us,” rather than first hand in- 
formation as an associate with Christ 
and the disciples. Luke stands alone. 





The earliest preaching of the Gospel 
consisted of summarizing information 
regarding our Lord’s early history, mir- 
acles, death, burial and resurrection, 
with a few words of pointed applica- 
tion to the parties addressed. 


Notes on these astonishing facts 
would naturally be taken and their di- 
gests put into circulation. Many frag- 
mentary items were in existence which 
Luke collated, sifted and put into shape 
for publication. He was conscious of 
divine direction in perferming these 
literary labors. 


Thus, when he says “from the first,” 
the phrase actually reads in the origin- 
al text, “from above.” The Greek word 
is anothen — and is translated “from 
above” in John 3:31; 9:11; James 
1:17; 3:15, 17. In no other New Tes- 
tament passage is anothen made to read 
“from the first.” So, in Luke’s writings, 
we have a definite example of inspira- 
tion making use of a man’s prior knowl- 
edge and reasoning faculties. 


The Jamieson, Fausse: & Brown 
Commentary says that Theophilus, 
whom Luke addressed, “was likely chief 
magistrate of some city in Greece or 
Asia Minor.” 


That he also wrote the book of Acts 
and was with Paul at Troas and other 
places, is established by the appearance 
of the word “we” in Acts 16:10, 11. 
Tradition since the time of Gregory 
makes Luke a martyr but no details 
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are available regarding his departure 
from this life. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS COLLOS- 
SIANS 4:14. 


“Luke the beloved physician, 
Demas, greet you.” 


When Luke first began to write, he 
said that his purpose was to put the 
facts “in order,” or to arrange them 
“consecutively” — in contrast, proba- 
bly, with the disjointed productions 
currently circulated. This approach re- 
flects the attitude of a scientific mind. 


and 


Says Van Oasterzee in Lange’s Com- 
mentary on Luke: “We recognize the 
physician by the minute accuracy with 
which he describes certain diseases, and 
find from other remarks that the phy- 
sician was at the same time an excel- 
lent psychologist. 4:38; 22:43, 44, 51, 
may be cited as proofs of the former; 
while in 9:54-61; 18:34; 23:12; 24:41, 
we find significant hints of his insight 
into the mysteries of human nature.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIANS 
ARE EXPECTED TO “GO WITH THE 
GOSPEL.” 


Luke used the talents and knowledge 
that he possessed to the fullest possi- 
ble extent for reaching his fellow men 
with the Gospel. He places before ug, 
a pattern for Christian service. 


Our talents may seem small, but dedi- 
cated to Christ, they become large. The 
Master needs all kinds and classes of 
people to fit into His program. Peter 
was a rugged, unrefined person. An- 
drew was reserved and unostentatious. 
James was an enthusiast. John was 
tender and affectionate. Matthew was 
a businessman. Philip was a realist. 
Luke was a scholar. There is work for 
everyone to do!

EMORY TEXT: “As the Father 
hath loved me, so have I loved 
you: continue ye in my love.” John 15:9. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “VINE.” 


Today’s lesson reminds us that Chris- 
tianity is an organism, rather than an 
organization. The thought of union in 
Christ, through the reception and man- 
ifestation of His life, is the basic fact 
to be considered. 


A man is an organism, because all 
parts of his body are connected with 
life. His automobile is an organization, 
because its various parts are connected 
mechanically. There is a mechanical, 
external, organizational, denomination- 
al aspect to Christianity ... but the real 
Church is Christ’s mystical body, with 
which the believer becomes united 
through the new birth. Denominations 
have come into existence as a second- 
ary cause. 


Christ is the vine. Twice born be- 
lievers are branches. Life connects the 
two. Sap, typifying the Holy Spirit, 
flows between the vine and the branch. 
When sap rises in the spring of the 
year, fruit appears quite naturally. 
Christians have the privilege of en- 
joying perpetual springtime. Their Lord 
wishes them to bring forth “much fruit.” 
Paul mentions some of the fruits of the 
Spirit as being love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, and temperance. (Galatians 
5:22-23) 


The relation of Christ to the disciple 
is therefore vital, rather than theolo- 
gical. Right intellectual concepts, or 
even mental assent to a sound doctrinal 


statement, will not suffice. We are told 
that demons believe! 


Christ is the life of the spiritual 
Kingdom. “He that hath the Son hath 
life; and he that hath not the Son of 
God hath not life.” (I John 5:12) 








(2) THE KEY VERSE IS PHILIP. 
PIANS 2:13. 


“For it is God which worketh in you 
both to will and to do his good pleas. 


ure.” 


Existence in Christ is predicated 
upon an inner work. The natural man 
is not by nature a partaker of eternal 
life. He must be internally reconstruct- 
ed and fashioned according to a new 
moral pattern. This, the greatest of all 
miracles known to mankind, can be 
wrought only by the power of God. 
“It is God which worketh in you.’ 


In-Christed man is not an evolution 
of a natural man. He is a new creature, 
the member of a new creation. Chris- 
tianity does not polish human nature. 
It makes men over, rebuilding them 
from the inside out. Christianity is 
Christ ... Christ in expression through 
the twice born soul. 


The roots of the new man are pulled 
up, transplanted from the First Adam 
into the Second Adam. Men whose na- 
tures are thus changed, establish all 
new relationships and literally enter 
a different world. They come to love 
the things they once hated, and to hate 
the things they once loved. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIANS 
LOVE ONE ANOTHER IN CHRIST. 


The finest fraternal feelings of which 
men are capable, come to exist between 
members of the body of Christ. “God 
is love.” His love in the heart of one 
Christian, quickens a similar attitude 
in the hearts of other Christians. This 
badge of fellowship is noted especially 
among members of the early Church, 
and should be more prominently dis- 
played today. 


Hence the tender references and 











sweet descriptions of Paul’s co-workers, 
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recorded in the sixteenth chapter of 
Romans. “Our sister, a servant of 
Christ.” “My helpers in Christ Jesus.” 
“My wellbeloved Epaenetus.” “My be- 
loved in the Lord.” “Approved in 
Christ.” 


A spirit of true brotherliness and 
sympathetic understanding exists among 
true Christians, because they are mem- 
bers of the same body, partakers of 
the same life.

John 11:14-16; 14:1-6; 20:24-29 











EMORY TEXT: “And Thomas 
answered and said unto him, My 


Lord and my God.” John 20:28. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “THOMAS.” 


Our Scripture readings prove the 
Lord Jesus Christ to be victor over 
death, for both Himself and those who 
bear His name. We have before us two 
empty tombs — His own and that of 
Lazarus. These victories anticipate si- 
milar triumphs for all to whom resur- 
rection life is imparted through super- 
natural regeneration. 


The order of the Lord’s appearances 
after His resurrection is, according to 
the accounts given in the four Gospels, 
as follows: 


1. Resurrection Morning Events. (Matthew 

28:1-10; Mark 16:1-4; Luke 24:12; John 20:1-18). 

The Women at the Tomb 

The Visit of the Angel 

Jesus Appears to the Women 

Peter and John at the Tomb 

Jesus Appears to Mary 

The Report of the Guard 


2. Jesus Appears to Two Disciples on Em- 
maus Road (Mark 16:12-13; Luke 24:13-35). 


(Sunday Evening) 


3. Jesus Appears to the Disciples in Upper 
Room (Mark 16:14; Luke 24:36-49; John 20:19- 
25). 


(Sunday night, Thomas absent) 


4. Jesus Appears to the Disciples in Upper 
Room (John 20:26-29). 


(Eight days later, Thomas present. This 
likely means the following Sunday night, as 
the orientals have a habit of counting the 
first and last day of a week) 


5. Jesus Appears to Seven Disciples’ in 


Galilee (John 21:1-23). 

6. Jesus Appears to the Apostles in Galilee. 
(Matthew 28:16-20; Mark 16:15-18) 

7. The (Mark 16:19-20; 
24:50-53). 


Ascension Luke 





We should not be too severe with 
Thomas. He reflects the reasoning, 
investigative type of mind, an honest 
skeptic who wanted proof. This attitude 
is to be preferred above those who too 
often reach superficial conclusions and 
in a glib way accept what is told them, 
believing one thing today and some- 
thing quite different tomorrow. 


Let it be noted that he was willing, 
glad, happy to accept evidence when 
presented. Moreover, Thomas exercised 
faith in the end ... because he did not 
touch the wounded hands and sides of 
the Master, but instead exclaimed: “My 
Lord and my God.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS JOHN 14:2. 
“I go to prepare a place for you.” 


The position of the believer is secure, 
based upon the authoritative word of the 
Eternal Son. The One who cannot fal- 
sify or exaggerate says heaven is a 
“place” and that children of God will 
dwell there. This is stated in language 
unmistakably clear and the assurance 
takes the sting out of death. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: WE SHOULD 
RELY UPON FAITH RATHER THAN 
SIGHT. 


There is a message of special mean- 
ing to us today in Christ’s words to 
Thomas: “Blessed are they that have 
not seen, and yet have believed.” 


We are denied visible sight of our 
Saviour, wearing a body of flesh ... 
but we know He lives because of the 
testimony of others and the experienced 
relationship with Him which we enjoy. 
Our faith is of a higher quality than 
that required on mere physical levels. 


Job saw Christ’s resurrection and the 
triumph of the saints over death, cen- 
turies in advance of the Resurrection. 
Looking through the telescope of faith, 


he said: 


“I know that my redeemer liveth, 
and that I shall stand at the latter day 
upon the earth: and though after my 
skin worms destroy this body, yet in 
my flesh I see God: whom I shall see 
for myself, and mine eyes shall be- 
hold, and not another.” 


This faith lifted Job out of the 
ashes, into glorious victory. He was 
conscious of the Redeemer’s presence. 
Christ, in His pre-existent state, ap- 
peared to Job. Hence the word “liveth” 
— present tense. Our Lord is an etern- 
al Being. He liveth and we know, 
through faith that, we shall live with 


Him.” 
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the prophets put into practice.
